While few have such ailments as 
threaten life, they are all worse off as 
regards the getting of an education 
than if they were suffering from con- 
tagious diseases, Dr. Stewart says, for 
the reason that a child who has a con- 
tagious disease, after being out of 
school a few weeks, comes back bet-’ 
ter than ever and can make up for 
the lost time, but the progress of de- 
fectives is retarded as long as the de- 
fects remain. , 

The work of Dr. Stewart's depart- 
ment is confined to the congested 
districts, bounded by Grand avenue 
and the river, Dorcas street and 
Chambers street. Of the 80,000 school 
children in St. Louls, 26,000 live with- 
in these bounds. A genergl inspection 
is made once a year. Defectives that. 
need attention are reinspected as 
often as their welfare requires, Par- 
ents who can afford to pay for treat- 
ment for their children are prevailed 
‘upon to have them treated by their 
family physicians. Children whose 
parents cannot afford.to have them 
treated are given treatment without 
charge. 

Since the Department of Hygiene 
was created by the Board of Educa- 
tion, Feb. 9, 1909, the percentage of 
defectives has been steadily decreas- 
ing. In nearly all cases the defects 
can be remedied or greatly alleviated. 

Defectives First Treated Here. 
The St. Louis Board of Education 
was the first to undertake on its own 
agcount, the Inspection and treatment 
of defectives in the schools. Boards

“What becomes of all the discarded 
automobiles?” This ‘is the question 
which naturally springs co one’s lips 
whenever he hears that an acquaintance 
has discarded his motor car for a more 
up-to-date model. He realizes that there 
are many bargains in second-hand 
automobiles and is no doubt of the 
opinion that the cars will soon be on 
the way to scrap heap. 

“It may almost be said that the motor 
car never dies. One concern that has 
produced more than 60,000 cars recently 
told of the satisfactory results that 
were reported by the owner of the sec- 
ond car ever made by the company, 
now more than a decade old. 

As all old hands at the business know. 
and as owners are gradually discover- 
ing, the life and general disposition of 
the automobile depend almost entirely 
upon its treatment. It is quite as pos- 
sible for a reckless driver to ruin the 
best car on the market in less than one 


season’s run as it is for an intelligent, 
conscientious driver to handle a car for 
Several seasons without serious mishap. 

That many of the taxis in which we 
ride and the auto delivery wagons in 
which our purchases are carried home. 
and the self-propelled auto trucks which 
meet our approving attention almost 
every day on the busy streets, are 
anywhere from three to 10 year#w old is 
perhaps the best proof of the verity of 
the above statement. It will be a sur- 
prising revelation to many to learn that

If dealers can prolong the life of a car 
to almost any reasonable age, the same 
results can be achieved by the private 
owner if he will take the trouble to 
fathom the hundred and one secrets 
known generally only.to dealers, second- 
hand men, and the machinist in shops 
where the work of rejuvenating cars is 
done, 


Better the Second Season. 

An interesting bit of information for 
the prospective automobile owner to 
have tucked up his sleeve is that a 
motor car which has been intelligentiy 
driven and cared for will render better 
service the second season of its career 
than during the first. The reason is 
simple: the various parts of the running 
gear have smoothed out all’ their 
wrinkles and become synchronized: 
weaknesses. will have made themselves 
known and been corrected or adjusted. 
If care has been taken that the engine 
hag not been overheated, if the mechan- 
ism throughout- has been kept perfectly 
clean, and the driver generous with 
lubricating oil, there are few parts of

‘When, then, will an automobile wear 
out? asks the prospective owner. In 
the economics of motoring, as it has 


portant question. It brings us to the 
vital matter of depreciation. In the 
estimation of insurance companies, a 
car will depreciate in value from one- 
quarter to one-third each year that it 
is in use. Depreciation is here figured 
on a selling value. In practice, this 
method of reckoning is too arbitrary. 
The actual service value of the car does 
not, in reality, depreciate more than a 
fraction of the original cost if it has 
fair treatment from its driver. 

To quote the words of one of the old- 
est men in the business of overhauling’ 
rejuvenating and selling old models, 
“an automobile never wears out if it 
ig treated right.” To treat it right, it 
must be looked after by capable me- 
chanics who see that wornout parts are 
replaced in time to save the rest of the 
machinery. The greater part of the ex- 
pense is in getting at the parts, and 
this is steadily being reduced by better 
arrangements and by increasing the dur- 
ability of the wearing surfaces. 
Transmission gears should be replaced 
once In from 30,000 to 50,000 miles. The 
gear shafts probably run in ball or 
roller bearings, which outlast the gears 
and are more easily replaced. Propeller 
shaft joints, axle bearings, brake lin- 
ings, all last from one to three or four 
seasons, and in none does anything have 
to be replaced except the worn-out 
parts.

“To make good artillery wheels it is 
just as important to use thoroughly 
dried wood as it is to use wood of good 
quality. The least shrinkage will cause 
the wheels to become loose. For pleas-' 
ure cars the wheels are generally made 
of’ hickory. There is a vast difference 
of quality in all wood used for wheels. 


ed according to quality of wood used. 
The price of the best is about four times 
that of the lower quality. The hubs and 
spokes on these wheels are of uniform 
dimensions for each size. When the 
spokes are turned they are divided into 
different grades. The best grade is all 
white and: heavy wood, and the annual 
layer has to run across the spoke. 

“On motor-car wheels these methods 
are not allowed. Most manufacturers 
have their special design, which the 
spokes have to be turned to suit. If by 
chance the spokes are the same, there 
is likely to be-a difference in the hub 
diameters. Consequently all spokes not 
considered good are thrown out and are 
an entire loss. 

“On account of ft being necessary to 
fill out the circle of the hub with the 
width of 10 or 12 spokes, .large pieces of 
wood are required to make them. The

They hear 
nowadays of how the lightweight Amer- 
ican cars have captured England and 
Europe and how they can be counted by 
the thousands in Australia. But how 
many Americans know that it was only. 
w short time ago when foreign preju- 
Gice against the Ameriean cars was so 
strong that a garage which happened 
to be headquarters for, European cars 
regularly refused to admit. American 
cars for repair? How many knew that 
the bitterness against the American 
cars was se strong that foreign acces-. 
sory dealers in many cases ‘wouldn't sell 
tires for Amsrican cars. Owners of 
American cars couldn’t even buy a 
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spark plug from the agents of European 
cars. : 

Of course all such conditions are now 
over and the American car owners in 
the Philippines or Brazil receive as cour- 
teous treatment from the automobile re- 
pair men and accessory dealers as the 
owners of French, German or Belgian 
cars. But I tell you it was a struggle 
to place the American car in the front 
‘rank among-the other nations as well as 


Why They Were Hostile. 

The chief reason for the hostility of 
foreigners to American cars was their 
low price. They didn’t cost nearly as 
much as the foreign cars and the foreign 
agents, through ignorance of American 
manufacturing conditions, concluded 
without investigation that the Ameri- 
can cars must be very much infertor.. 
Nothing but the healing balm of time 
could alter that prejudice. It was just 
a case of sticking.on the job with the 
American cars azid proving by years of 
good service that the 
would do the work. 

From the Ford dealer in the Philip- 
pines I learned that the battle for recog- 
nition was about as hard as it could be 
made. The French made it almost im- 
possible to sell an American car to a 
native. They influenced the native buy- 
crs in every possible way, so I am given 
to understand. - They were always tell- 
ing about American cars that were out 
of commission. Usually it was for some 
trivial things, which could have been 
fixed in a few minutes had the car 
not been under the ban of those high- 
toned garages, which. wouldn’t admit 
American cars. 

It often took months to get an Ameri- 
can car into commission after some lit- 
tle mishap. It was necessary to send 
back to this country for new parts. The 
local garages could have ixed the dis- 
abled parts, but fhe? wouldn't do it. Of 
course, that was before this day of 
scientific service, with dealers all carry- 
ing spare parts.

Expert Discusses Their Mileage 
and Ability to Climb 
Steep Hills. 


POWER ALWAYS CONSTANT 





Cost of Current So Small That 
It’s Hardly Worth 
Mentioning. 





In a highly interesting article, W. D. 
Vance, a well-known automobile writ- 
er, gives some valuable information on 
the subject of electric cars. Hé says: 

The popular belief that “there are no 
two persons alike’ is no more axiom- 
atic nor does~«it contain more truth 
than any other plein and deliberate 
misstatement of facts, and this is prov- 
en by the similarity, or in fact, the 
exact sameness of a certain formula 
of questions which the prospective pur- 
chaser of an electric automobile will 
ask the agent. 

There are two possibilities in an elec- 
tric car—high speed and long mileage. 
You may have your choice, but you 
cannot have both. It is a matter of 
record that about the fastest mile ever 
made on wheels was made with an elec- 
tric automobile. 

It is also a fact that an dincnihe auto- 
mobile has been driven, aud it is quite 
possible to repeat. fme performance, over 
0 miles on one charge of the battery. 

But, after the first ‘‘stunt’” was per- 
formed, the battery was removed from 
the racing car with a pickax and shovel. 

It. had hterally eaten itself up. 

In the long distance run the speed 

of the car was two and one-half miles 
‘per hour. 
Pr It is plain that nefther of these prop- 
csitions would be satisfactory for gen- 
eral utility purposes, but there is @& 
happy medium between the two ex- 
tremes, and it has been found and is 
incorporated into e makeup of every 
successful electric. os other words, any 
rrospective buyer may rest assured 
that any standard make of electric will 
run as far in a day as he would ever 
care to go, at a speed as great as would 
be consistent with safety. 

As a general proposition, any modern 
electric will give an average of 65 miles 
per charge up hill and down, while on 
strictly level ground they will better 
this figure by 26 per cent. It should be 


} understood that these figures apply to 


lead battery equipment. 

» The next question fnvaribly asked 
is: “Will they climb hills?’ And this 
is best answered by that old standby, 
“Can a duck swim?’ Of course they 
will climb hills. 

They can’t help but climb, for just as 
sure as the electric current flows 
through the motor, just so surely will 
it revolve and with it the wheels of 
the car. 

Immense Power PossiPie. 

Have you ever: seen a large electric 
crane in a railroad shop come swinging 
down the building, stop, let down its 
big hook and pick up a 2%-ton piece of 
steel, or even an entire locomotive, and 
walk away to another part of the es- 
tablishment with it as easily as a child 
would pick up a rag 4oll? 

Next we are invariably asked, “What 
ts the horsepower?’’ and you can !tm- 
agine the look of pained surprise which 
greets the answer, ‘‘three horsepower.” 

Looks~ small, doesn’t it? 

Just about enough to propel a baby 
carriage up the back stairs in com- 
parison with the 4-horsepower gaso- 
line car, which usually gasps and chugs 
and dies an ignominious death on some 
steep hill. Sounds unreasonable. 

But there is a world of difference be- 
tween “gasoline” and “ electric’ hearse 
power. : 

A gas engine fs rated to develop a 
certain horsepower at its full speed. 
It will not develop this amount of power 
at a lower speed. 

Consequently when you come to a 
hill and your engine begins te slow 
you begin to lose power just at the 
time when you are needing more pow- 
er. 

_ And the slower you go the less power 
your engine develops. 

Om the other hand, the electric mo- 
tor will develop its rated power and 
from 800 to 600 per cent overload, at 
any speed. 

In other words, the motor driving your 
electric car will develop any amount of 
power necessary to get you there,” re- 
gardiess of how slowly it revolves. 

Thus instead of dying with you on a 
hill, the motor gets right into the col- 
lar and gets you up. Slowly, to be sure, 
but none the less surely. 

The Question of Cost. 

The next question is usually this: 

“What does it cost for electricity per 
mile to run an electric?’ and to the 
correct answer to this question the pros- 
pect usually responds with a look of 
incredulity that would do fustice to a 
frugal housewife if you. told her the 
price of pork had dropped to 3 cents a 
pound. 

The fact remains, however, that the 
cost of electric current for operating 
an'‘electric which is charged in: your 
own garage is less than it costs to run 
the electric lights in your house. 

About 1 cent per mile of running will 
cover it. , 

This point is one on which more peo- 
ple have a fund of “misinformation” 
than on anything else pertaining to the 
whole proposition. 

The writer wishes particularly to im- 
press on the mind of arfyone Considering 
the purchase of an electric car that the 
item of electric current for operating it 
is SO small as to be practically of no 
consequence whatsoever.

FIRST AUTO SHOW 


Amusing Reminiscences of a 
Veteran Manufacturer, 
Col. Pope. 


DEMONSTRATION TRACK 


Five-Horsepower Car Was Con- 
sidered Dangerous and Three 
Cylinders Marvelous. 


Back in 1897, when I was in the bi- 
eycle manufacturing business, about 
the time when the bicycle industry was 
coming to a crux—that ts, the period 
when its boom was about over—I can 
recall how at a bicycle show in Madi- 
son Square Garden, there was a “‘horse- 
less carriage” exhibited. That was what 
self-propelled vehicles were. called in 
those days, says Cel George Pope. 

It was a curiosity. Probably not five 
rer cent of the people who looked at it 
woulé have been willing to ride in it, 
let alone learn to drive it, for it was 
generally considered a dangerous con- 
traption. The fact that it developed 
about five horsepower did aot alter the 
case any. Assuming that a self-pro- 
pelled vehicle was dangereus in itself, 
the wjseacres declared there was noth- 
ing in it as an industrial proposition. 

The following year several cats were 
shown at bicycle exhibits in Chicago 
and New York, aod still more were dis- 
played in 1899. However, the first real- 
ly serious attempt to hold an exposi- 
tion of atitomobiles purely on. their 
merits and not as a side issue or another 
sort of exhibition was held in 1900, and 
Madison Square — New- ork, was 
its “eyed 


icine in Plenty. 
At the "first show there were 61 ex- 


hibitors all told—3l1 showing complete 


cars. and a score displaying accessories. 


Needless to add, there was plenty of 
Spare room In the huge garden—so much 
room that the promoters did not know 
what to do with it all. It has been quite 
different the last few years, when using 
the galleries, basement and the halls, 
and practically evéry nook and cranny 
tv be found inside the structure for ex- 
hibition purposes there has never been 
cnough room to accommodate all who 
are eligible to exhibit. 

At that first show there was one fea- 
ture that was a good one and very 
much needed at that time, although to- 
day it would be unnecessary. ‘It was 
designed largely to fill up space in the 
arena. This was a flat oval] track for 
the purpose of demonstrating cars. Dur- 
ing the week of that show many per- 
sons received their first ride in an auto- 
mobile, riding around that ring. 

Some of the cars shown in 1900 were 
amusing contraptions. The Winton com- 
pany, for instance, exhibited a phaeton 
which would seat two passengers. This 
car had made a fine run from Cleve- 


land to New York—a wonderful achieve- |. 


ment ll years ago—and there also was 
shown the famous Winton racing car of 
that day and a delivery wagon. All 
these were driven by single-cylinder gas- 
oline engines, A one-cylinder Packard 
car and a three-wheeled contrivance 
made Sy the Knox company also were 
included in the gasoline division. One 
repl-racy looking car was a two-passen, 
ger motérette, constructed by the Peer- 
less company. It employed an imported 
De Dion motor. 


Three-Cylinder Car a Novelty. 
There also was a surrey displayed by 


the French brothers, and it attracted 
considerable attention because it had 
come down over the roads from Boston. 
Messrs. Haynes &-Apperson were then 
in partnership, and their vehicles were 
examined with much interest and curi- 
osity. The only three-cylinder engine 
was mounted in a car shown by the now 
defunct American Bicycle Co. Wasily 
one of the leaders was the Locomobile— 
but at that time a steam vehicle—and no 
less than 10 different models were on ex- 
hibition. 

Many were enthusiastic over the dée- 
tric vehicle that year. The Riker Motor 
Vehicle Co. showed some cars with a 
storage battery as the power source 
that were really creditable productions 


i for those early days. The Riker cofh- 


pany some time after was taken over 
by the Electric Vehicle Co. The Woods 
Motor Vehicle Co. of Chicago also was 
represented strongly, as well as the 
Baker Motor Vehicle Co., which had 
furnished a 500-pound electric runabout 


equipped with a battery ‘weighing only 


160 pounds. There also were’ a number 
of motor bicycles and three-wheeled ma- 
chines, but, all told, there was consid- 
erable space to spare. 

The following year, 1901, there were 
98 exhibitors at the Garden, and the 
show was quite an improvement over 
the first one. There was no track on 
the main floor; the demonstrations were 
given in the basement and outside the 
building.- ‘Phig was the first time an ag- 
gregation of foreign cars were got to- 
gether; five different makes being pres- 
ent. 

After the year 19% the Automobile Club 
of America withdrew from the promo- 
tion of that Garden show, the Associa-
